The Financial Post says

Secretary-treasurer’s report 


In his report to the annual

Thelast 
of three additional men will 
be posted to the town as of 
April this year, to bring the 
manpower in line with this 
policy, We can only use an 
educated guess as to future 
population requirements as 
it takes a minimum of one 
and one-half years, under 
normal circumstances, from 
the time of requisition to 
obtain the additional man 
from the RCMP, This policy 
will result in more efficient 
policing. 

All other town depart~ 
ments and facilities have 
functioned in excellent fashe 
ion over the past year and I 
again have to commend the 
town staff for their diligence 
and co-operation in carry= 
ing out their duties. 

During 1969 development 
in the town started to boom 
and apparently will continue 
for some years to come, 

A few businesses have also 
come to the town, A plastics 
plant is operational, Norway 
Construction occupies its 
new premises, a farm ime 
plement dealership will soon 
be operational, and a TV 
picture tube repair shop has 
taken out a building permit 
and construction should start 
shortly, 

In summary, | believe the 
town has a great deal to be 
proud of in the financial 
control and requirements of 
developers prior to any ex- 
pansion of residential or 
other areas of development 
within the town, Due to cire 
cumstances, the question of

having them handle all ofthe 
special cases we cannot deal 
with through our own facilit- 
ies, The Edmonton Public 
School Board offered to 
negotiate such an agreement 
HIGH SCHOOL: 

This school has continued 
its efforts to adjust its oper- 
ation to meet new conditions 
while still maintaining aca- 
demic and behavioral stan- 
dards, Economies have re- 
quired some cut-backs in 
non-matriculation programs 

Of the 289 Grade X11 de- 
partmental examination 
papers written during 1969 
(February and June): 1.7% 
were Ds (failure); 16.6% 
were Cs diplomapass); 
81.7% were Bs or better 
(matriculation pass), 

Particular note should be 
taken of the outstanding re- 
sults achieved by Chris 
Soder on the departmental 
examination, 

JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOLS: 

A new program of free- 
options was introduced into 
our high schools in the fall, 
Approximately one third of 
the students’ time is given 
over to these subjects in 
which the basic idea is that 
students are allowed to 
freely choose subjects and 
topics which they wish to 
study and in which they have 
a large degree of freedom 
in deciding how the study 
will be approached, Such a 
system as this has required 
the greatest effort ever made 
by our schools to devise a 
flexible timetable, Although 
we are not entirely satis- 
fied with the timetable re- 
sults, and although we are 
still trying to improve 
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methodology and our re- 
sources of materials and 
references, we are convin- 
ced that few, if any, better 
efforts have been made else- 
where, 

During the spring of the 
year Sir George Simpson 
Junior High School complet- 
ed its experimental program 
in science conducted for the 
department of education, 
This year the program was 
adopted in Alberta, In the 
fal), Sir Alexander Mac- 
kenzie School launched an 
experimental program in 
social studies for the de- 
partment of education which 
will also undoubtedly be ad- 
opted by the province in the 
fall, 

ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS: 

The administrators of the 
schools have continued to 
refine administrative and 
supervisory techniques in 
their jurisdictions, Group 
work and group planning by 
the teachers continues to 
develop as do materials and 
methods for new courses, 
The ‘‘language experience’ 
reading program was intro- 
duced into more classrooms 
and a half-time elementary 
science co-ordinator was 
assigned, inthe fall, to assist 
teachers with the introduct- 
ion of the new science pro- 
gram, Sir George Simpson 
Elementary School has been 
experimenting with volun- 
tary parent assistance in its 
library and with the use of 
teacher alds in the class- 
room, 

STUDENT TEACHING: 

District schools at the ele- 
mentary and junior high 
levels participated in the 
university student teaching 


repo rt 


project in the fall term. 
Additional involvementis 
anticipated in the spring 
session, In all, a total of 
approximately 20 student 
teachers will have visited 
our schools, 

PLANS FOR THE FUTURE: 

1, The new foundation pro= 
gram is spurring us on to 
investigate more economical 
methods of maintaining and 
continuing to improve quality 
education in this district, 
The coming fall will see 
some considerable changes, 
although the nature of these 
is not yet determined. 

2. It is expected that there 
will be some expansion in 
the use of voluntary parent 
help in the schools as well 
as in the use of teacher 
aids, 

3. We are expecting to 
announce a change in policy 
shortly regarding the en- 
trance age of grade 1 be- 
ginners, At the same time 
plans are under way for a 
two year grade 1 program 
for students who do not have 
adequate school readiness 
when they are six years old, 

4. Parent and teacher 
groups have been studying 
Family Life Education pro- 
grams during the year, It 
is expected that parents will 
be receiving information 
during the coming school 
year, 

5. An investigation is un- 
der way regarding the use 
of educational television and 
other innovations in audio- 
visual education, It is hoped 
that these approaches will 
add to the quality and effi- 
ciency of education in the 
district,

St. Albert family adopts Korean boy

It is doubtful that many 
people living in Korea have 
ever heard of St, Albert, 
but for one nine-year-old 
Korean boy == Cho Yong 
Joon «= the town holds a 
special interest, 

St, Albert is the home of 
his recently acquired ‘‘fost- 
er parents,’ Mr, and Mrs, 
R, T, Bronson of 29 Geneva 
Crescent. 

Yong Joon was ‘‘adopted’’ 
in September of last year by 
the Bronsons through Foster 
Parents Plan of Canada, As 
foster parents, their res- 
ponsibility is financial, not 
legal. Yong Joon will grow 
up within his own family, 
The objective is to help the 
child and his family to be- 
come self-supporting 
through improved health, 
nutrition and educational 
opportunities, 

Yong Joon’s father is a 
victim of tuberculosis, As he 
is not able to work, his 
mother has been struggling 
to support a family of five 
on her meagre earnings as a 
fruit peddler, 

So desperate were the 
family’s circumstances that 
PLAN had already begun giv- 
ing aid even before sponsors 
had been found, 

This financial ald had 
made it possible for Yong 
Joon’s father to receive the 
necessary treatment for his 
iliness and it has also meant 
additional money for food 
and clothing, so desperately 
needed by the family, The 
Bronson’s contribution will 
also pay for the school supp- 
lies which Yong Joon re- 
quires, He attends aprimary 
school near his home where 
he is in the third grade, 

Home to Yong Joon and his 
family is a crude wood and 
canvas shack located in a 
slum area of Pusan, Accord- 
ing to the case history of 
the boy which Mr, and Mrs, 
Bronson received, the fam- 
ily is in danger of being 
evicted from even this poor 
home, over a land dispute, 

The case history also des- 
eribes Yong Joon as ‘‘an 
average student, shy and not 
given to outgoing friend- 
ships,’’ He enjoys school 
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and doesn’t like to miss 
classes, 

The Foster Parents Plan 
organization predicts that 
Yong Joon will ‘‘grow’’ both 
physically and emotionally 
through the offer of friend- 
ship made by his foster par- 
ents, 

The Bronsons write to 
Yong Joon once a month and 
they have received anumber 
of letters from him, It can 
take anywhere from two to 
three months for a letter to 
come from Korea, The last 
time they heard from their 
foster child was in Decem- 
ber, 

“His letters are quite 
short,’’ said Mrs, Bronson, 
‘*He’s only nine years old 
so it can’t be too easy for 
him to write to people he 
doesn’t know ~~ and of course 
we haven’t been writing to 
him that long that he has 
been able to sort out our 
family enough to ask many 
questions,’’ 

‘*He always sends his love 
and lets us know how he is 
doing in school, In one letter 
he told us he had won a 
prize in art,’’ 

“There are three children 
in Yong Joon’s family -= two 
boys and a girl, and by 
coincidence that’s the same 
as our family,’’ Mrs, Bron- 
son stated, ‘Our older boy 
who is six can write a note 
on the end of my letters 
now,’’ 

When the Bronsons write 
a letter to Yong Joon, they 
send it to the Foster Par- 
ents Plan office in Montreal, 
where it is translated into 
Korean and forwarded to 
Yong Joon, along with the 
original letter in English, 

Similarly, Yong Joon’s re- 
ply is translated into ‘‘very 
proper’’ English by a Korean 
social worker and both orig- 
inal and translation are for- 
warded to the Bronsons, 

Both Mr, and Mrs,Bronson 
are extremely enthusiastic 
about theFosterParents 
Plan, 

“I'm a little afraid of 
sounding like a crusader 
when I talk about PLAN,” 
said Mrs, Bronson, “‘but both 
my husband and I are really 
sold on it, It’s wonderful to 


know who it is you’re help- 
ing.’’ 

Explaining how personal 
the “adoption” is, Mrs, 
Bronson said that they had 
come to feel about Yong Joon 
almost as if he is really a 
part of their family, 

The Bronsons were famil- 
iar with PLAN as othei 
members of their family 
have sponsored children and 
Mr, Bronson also sponsors 
a child through his office, 

“We received help with a 
problem that we had some 
time ago,’’ explained Mrs, 
Bronson, ‘‘and we promised 
ourselves that if things 
worked out, we would show 
our appreciation in some 
concrete way <= and this is 
what we’ve chosen,”’ 

Children are ‘‘adopted’’ 
for a minimum of one year 
with a contribution of $17 
per month (or $204 a year) 
which is used to provide 3 
monthly cash grant, supple- 
mentary new clothing and 
household goods, selected to 
meet the needs in each area, 
Medical care is offered when 
called for as well as primary 
school education and, in 
some cases, vocational 
training. 

“It’s amazing how far that 
$17 can go in Korea,’’ said 
Mrs, Bronson, 

In addition to his letters, 
the Bronsons will receive 
reports and photographs of 

Yong Joon from time totime 


to show his progress, If his 
father recovers his health 
and is once again able to 
support his family, aid will 
be withdrawn and the Bron- 
sons will have the oppor- 
tunity of sponsoring another 
child, 

The Foster Parents Plan 
program has been in effect 
since 1937, In that time, 
some 500,000 Canadian and 
United States foster parents, 
including groups, have adop= 
ted more than 110,000 child- 


ren, Currently, programs

are being operated in Hong 
Kong, Korea, the Philippin- 
es, Viet Nam, Brazil, Col-

PLAN advises that there 
are thousands of children in 
desperate need in these 
countries and they may be 
chosen by age, sex and coune 
try.
